The  weary  sigh.     Then  did  I  try  to  win 
Her  from  her  grief 

"  Sweet  Amaryllis,  rail 
No  more  at  Death.     Death  is  the  laying  down 
Of  care,  long  rest  from  toil,  last  sleep. 
A  thing  of  sadness  is  man's  life,  tinged  with 
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A  little  gleam  of  joy.     Its  pleasant  dreams 
Are  few ;  the  rest  are  full  of  trouble,  change, 
Ambition,  passion,  care  that  frets  the  brow. 
There  is  no  greatness  in  the  grave,  for  there 
Injustice  hath  no  rule,  and  soon  are  o'er 
The  pomps  and  honours  of  frail  life,  and  dumb 
The  clamour  of  the  gilded  car,  the  shout 
Of  mighty  triumph,  Glory's  ciren  voice. 
There  come  no  haunting  visions  of  the  lost, 
What  might  have  been,  what  is,  v;hat  never  more 
Can  be  ;  no  tears  of  cruel  destiny.
